Profit Sharing 


A wide breach between Capital and 
Labor exists throughout the indus- 
trial world in all nations, and des- 
pite all the sincere efforts being put 
fofth by governments, employers and 
labor leaders the breach seems to be 
widening, During the war, in the 
face of a dire peril threatening all 
classes and all nations, Capital and 
Labor joined forces and by splendid 
co-operative, patriotic effort accom- 
plished great things and proved an 
essential factor in achieving victory. 
Now that victory over the common 
enemy has been won, and the mili- 
tary and naval struggle in Europe 
ended, there appears to be grave dan- 
ger that an industrial war will follow 
within the tations. 

Speaking generally, Capital realizes 
that social and induggrial conditions 
and relationships between employer 
and employee as they existed prior to 
the war cannot be continued. Wages 
cannot drop to their pre-war level; 
hours of labor will inevitably be 
shortened; working, housing and so- 
cial conditions in general must be 
bettered. Capital appreciates these 
facts and is prepared to meet them 
to a very large extent. Capital con- 
tends, however, that this social revo- 
lution cannot be successfully brought 
about in a weck, or a month, or even 
a year. With all the goodwill in the 
world it will take time to work out 
this evolution if Capital is not to be 
ruthlessly destroyed and industrial 
activity reduced to a state of chaos. 

Labor, on the other hand, suspic- 
ious of Capital and fearful of the per- 
manent loss of rights and privileges 
which the workers voluntarily sur- 
rendered during the war, is impatient 
at delay and demands immediate ac- 
tion. Most of the responsible leaders 
of organized labor recognize 
that Capital has a huge task ahead of 
it in re-transforming industry from a 
war to a peace basis; that the finan- 
cial world is unsettled; and that it is 
impossible for ‘Capital to grant* all 
Labor’s démands at once. But the 
great, body of workers do,not, or 
will ndf? sec this, and the regrettable 
tendency. is evefywhere evident for 
the workers to break away from and 
disregard their own leaders, 

What is clearly needed is the ¢rea- 
tion of a feeling of mutual confidence 
between ‘these two parties; the evo- 
lution of a plan which will satisfy 
both that neither is trying to take 
advantage of the other, It is urged 
in inany quarters that this can be 
established by the inauguration of 
profit-sharing policies. Workers are 
now insistently demanding that they 
be given a larger share of the wealth 
produced by their labor. Capital and 
Labor are, in reality, partners in in- 
dustry. Neither one’can get on with- 
out the other. But Labor holdsand 
with some justice, that in the past 
Capital has received the major por- 
tidn of the profits regulting froni-the 
partnership. Their labor, they claim, 
is not merely a commodity to sell, 


but something which, like Capital, has 
a right to its fair share of the wealth 
resulting from the combined use of

Profit-sharing policies are now be- 
ing tried out in Great Britain, United 
States and Canada. 
on the occasion of the twenty-first 
anniversary of the business, the Rob- 
ert Sinipson Co., of Toronto, an- 
nounced the inauguration of  profit- 
sharing with its large ariny of ecm- 
ployecs, One of the large industrial 
concerns in the United States, em- 
ploying about 10,000 hands, has 
adopted a novel profitsharing policy. 
The Company’s plan provides: “That 
after present capital and permanent 
labor have cach been justly -compen- 
sated, having due regard to the cost 
of cach (the cost of capital and the 
cost of living) then the additional] 
profits accruing from the joint cm- 
ployment of permanefit, capital and! 
permanent Jabor shall be divided 
equally among them—fifty, fifty.” In- 
dividual and departmental efficiency 
is to be rewarded, and there is to be 
increasing reward for contintious ser- 
vice, but these rewards are to have 
fo influence upon the periodical wage 
readjustments, 


A few days ago, 


Commenting on this scheme, a 
prominent and influential United 
States paper regards it as likely to 


provide a basis. for the adjustment-of 
the entire labor question, and says: 
“It is one of the complaints of Capi- 
tal that the demands of Labor organ- 
izations are often unjust, and.are in- 
stigated, for the most part, by labor 
leaders’ whose occupations depend 
upon things being upset in the indus- 
trial world, At the same time it is 
known that there are frequent cases 
in which strikes occur in_direct op- 
position to the advice of labor lead- 
ers. Whatever merit the argument 
may have, it is obvious that if Labor 
were satisfied’ with conditions no 
amount of agitation, on the part of 
anyone, would be likely to bring 
about strikes. If, for example, the| 
workers were to sec that it was to 
their personal interest that the con-; 
cern by which they were employed! 
should turn out the largest amount of | 
products, and the best made goods 
that could be produced, they “would 
probably give little heed to the plea 
for a shorter working day. Its gen- 
erally agreed that strikes are tre- 
méndously*tostly. If afforded an op- 
portunity to partidipate in the prose 
perity of their employers, it seems 
altogether likely that employees 
would see the justice in taking also 
their share of possible losses. -’ The 
elimination of suspicion and selfish- 
ness would go a long distance to- 
ward bringing about a better under-

Planting 
On Irrigated Farms 
Is Recognized As Having Vast Prac- 
‘tical Importance 
The tollowing comment on the Can- 
adiatt Pacific Railway Company's. pol- 
icy of supplying trees to tirmers—on 
irtigated lands, is taken ‘ftom 
Cayadian Forestry Journal; 
“A far-seeing scheme of tree plant- 
ing has been put into éffect by the 
department of nhtiral resources of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany on the irrigation block cast of 
Calgary, Naturally devoid of any tree 
growth and yet with great potentiali- 
tics in ayiicultural production under 
the stimulus df an irrigation. system, 
it was early realized by the manage- 
ment that no matter how fine the 
building that may be put up on ‘the 
bald prairic, it can never be a real 
home unless. there are some trecs and 
shrubs upon the grpund, Most of the 
settlers coming to the irrigated lands 
had their origin in well treed districts 
and all of their old associations are 
very intimately connected with the 
trees growing about their old honte- 
steads and the leaf-shaded lanes 
through which they played as clild- 
ren, P 
“The aesthetic side of prairic farm- 
ing is coming to be recogned as hay- 
ing vast-practical infportance. For 
example, ifa settler can Be induced. to 
become interested in the appearance 
of his farm, particularly to the point 
where he will plant a grove of trees, 
it is reasonably certain that he will 
soon have ‘something more than ‘a 
transient business interest in the pro- 
perty. Once that attitude is develop- 
ed it is but logical to assume that the 
settler will not start out to “mine” 
the soil with the object of getting as 
much quick money as possible and 
then selling out. The Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway Company has done. a 
splendid service in encouraging plant- 
ing, of trees around the homes on the 
irrigation block and has distributed 
each year, without charge, quantities 
of trees which have been found by ex- 
periment to be hardy in the district,”
